DAKAR, French West Africa (UP)—A Pan American 
Airways Constellation plane carrying 39 persons from South 


Africa to New York was missing today. 


It was believed to 


have crashed in the steaming jungles of Liberia. 
The plane lost radio contact after passing over Roberts 


Field at Monrovia, Liberia. 


It ran into a violent rainstorm 


and radioed at 3.30 a.m. that it was returning to Monrovia 


in 15 minutes to land.

this country’s Communist gov- 
ernment, and to other charges. 

The archbishop and eight 
others went on trial before 
Judge Vilmos Olti who headed 
the court which convicted Car- 
dinal Mindszenty of similar 
charges and sent the Primate to 
prison for life. 

It was the same courtroom in 
which the Cardinal confessed 
and was tried, and it the 
same jidge and the same court- 
room in the case of American 
business man Robert A. Vogeler, 
convicted of spying and later re- 
leased from prison 

The courtroom, 
space for only about 150 
tators, was heavily guarded. 
The spectators, including diplo- 
mats of Communist countries 
and even from Yugoslavia, 
had to produce admission tick- 
ets to enter the courtroom 

Each ‘defendant was 
tioned by. the judge who 
read a 12-page indictment 
ing the defendants of organizing 
a’ plot to overthrow the Hungar 
jan government and restore the 
kingdom of the Hapsburgs. This 
was the principal charge against 
Cardina] Mindszenty in 1949. 

Five- of the accused are 
charged with having led the plot 
to overthrow the state; two 
ethers with participation in the 
plot. One defendant 
of murder. 

The charges also include spy- 
ing on behalf of an “i 
power,” obviously ng the 
United States; and’ biack-market 
currency dealing In addition 
many lesser offenses were listed 
in the indictment 
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Nothing has been heard since.
